fully might be added ‘‘ close-ups” of the 
speaker’s lips as they produce the sounds.

pagsages illustrated by pictures of correct 


bowing and fingering action. 

At least one of the big gramaphone com- 
panies has shown interest in sound-film pro- 
duction, and it is from the gramaphono 
side rather than from the cinematograph 
side that educational ‘ talkies” properly 
should come. 


THE TEACHER'S PART. - 

Now, we come to a vital consideration with 
regard to modern aids in education: Where 
do they leave the teacher ? ‘he answer of 
all who have studied them, enthusiastic 
users as well as those who have examined 


them critically and hesitated, invariably is, 


that they cast on the teacher a greater 
responsibility than ever has been his before. 
Heo must decide whether he is to use them 
or reject them; and, if he is to use them, he 
must take pains to acquire a certain amount 
of new technique in teaching with their aid. 
They involve expenditure of money, and, 
what is more important, of valuable school 
time, and, if that expenditure is to be justitied

BRITAIN’S BREATHING SPACE. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE INSURANCE SYSTEM. 


! FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

HERE can be no question of the urgericy 
Te Britain's crisis. He ho ruins may 

read. “lhe signs and portents to which 
the opening article of this series alluded have 
been there for ali to see. There is an interval, 
a brief interval, provided in which Britain has 
breathing space to set her hoúse in ordcer—fail- 
ing which the deluge! Imperative need sum- 

There can be no question of the urgency of 
Britain’s crisis: He who runs may read. The, 
signs |and portents to which the opening 
article’ of this. serfes alluded have been there 
for all to see,’ There is an interval, a brief 
‘interval, provided in which Britain has breath- 
ing space to set her house in order—failing 
which the deluge! Imperative need sum- 
founed leading Ministers back from short 
holidays scarcely begun. Parliament, it is an 
open ‘secret, must shortly be convened—long 
before the eud of its expected recess. The 
tiote of urgency is heard on every side. As 
T'We Times said on last Wednesday :—'' The 
reason for this need for haste may bé stated 
in these days quite brutally; for it is useless 
to disguise the facts any longer. The world 
.. , has begun to losé its faith in the future 
‘stability of the British currency.’ Tle time 
has come when the Cahinet, the Parliament 
and the people of Britain must face the naked 
facts if appalling 
avoided. 

It was a full consciousness of this situa- 
tion that made the writer emphasise the 
Money market arid the exchanges as consti- 
tuting the storm centre which must be watched ; 
for it is there that the world’s opinion of the 
stability of British currency makes itself felt. 
It was there that the first shock was incurred. 
And it was there that the temporary buttress 
—the French and American credits and the 

0000 “isafit of," extig-=piuttency— 
were applied” so that. there might be 
time ' for permanent repairs. Those per- 


manent repairs thereupon became primarily | 


the job oí tle Cabmet and of Parlia- 
ment, and it appears tliat at ‘first the 
instant need for action escaped—and had to 
be fotced upon—their notice. Again, it is 
the Money market and the exchanges which 
display the crucial facts (a) that British liquid 
capital resources have ‘ heen grievously 
depleted, and (b) that Btitish liquid capital 
requirements, in part at least, are being sup- 
plied by foreign lenders whose estimate of 
British stability, credit and solvency is. con- 
sequently, all important, In strict logical 
sequence followed the conclusion that when 
Britain’s resources and credit were sapped by 
over-spending, the true, and only real, remedy 
is rétrenchment; for foreign lenders, who 
are shrewd folk. cannot he persaded that 
their debtor’s solvency and financial stability 
can be improved by his increasing his expen- 
diture so as to lessen his capital or pile up 
more debt. 


AN. INDISPENSABLE 
ELEMENT. 


Retrenchment is, therefore, an indispensable 
element of any remedial. measures which may 
be advised, whether for the immediate pur- 
pose of re-establishing Britain’s shaken credit 
or with the longer aim of stopping leaks and 
ponding up Britain’s liquid capital resources 
to their former level in the money market 
reservoir. It will not come easy; for retrench- 
ment ‘is a bitter fruit for all types of social 
reformers and their eager beneficiaries, and 
for whole schools of shallow thinkers. 
who have pledged their word to democracy 
that it is possible to eat one’s cake and have 
it—who have preached the doctrine that 
Britain’s financial salvation was to be 
achieved by lavish expenditures of borrowed 
capital, with but slim regard to the question 
whether the outlay could prove reproductive 
or not. And retrenchment, to be effective. 
must be comprehensive. It must. be applied 
drastically to local government, as well as to 
national, expenditure. 


The ''need for haste,"’ to which 7'he Times. 


-as quoted above, alludes, is to be perceived in 


the Money market situation, which towards 
the close of last July brought Britain face to 
face with crisis. As Mr. Alexander Shaw, a 
director of the Bank of England, said on 
Tuesday ‘ast, ' Britain was like a millionaire 
temporarily left short of cash and unable to

INSURED WORKERS. 


In the previous article there was published 
a chart contrasting the “ actual ” increase of 
insured workers in Britain with the ‘‘natural’’ 
increase during the period 1924-1930. The 
argument was that the actual increase was so 
excessive as to discredit the vhole system as 
at present constituted, inasmuch as it tends 
directly to inflate the unemployment figures 
and to bleed the National Exchequer of 
enormous sums of money. It must be ex- 
plained—it should have been explained on 
the face of the chart—what ratio was adopted 
for calculating the “ natural!” increase. 
It, was as follows. In 1924, roughly speaking, 
one-fourth of the total population of Britain 
were insured workers. Therefore, as the 
population increased annually, one-fourth of 
the annual increase would naturally go to swell 
the total of insured workers. Thus the ratio 
adopted was: ' as the total population (1924) 
43,628,000 is to the hiad workers (1924) 
11,092,000, so is the year’s increase of popula- 
tion (1924-5) 155,000 to the ‘ natural ’ increase 
of insured workers.  - .The chart. illustrates 
the. startling contrast between the “‘ actual '' 
and the “‘ natural ’’ ratá8 of increase as thus 
ascertained. in the seven-year period 1924- 
1930 the population of Britain increased by 
10625000, and the natural] ‘propértion of this 
figure which should have swollen the number 
ol insured workers is 270,000. “The actual in- 


 orease of insured workers was 1,081,000—-more 


than the total increase of population... Not 
unnaturally, during the same period the 
number of uftiemployed increased—increased 
by rather more than the excess increase of in- 
sured workers. The excess inerease of insured 
workers amounted to 811,000, whilst the in- 
crease of the unemployed was 925,000. It is 
difficult to

This 
timid, but unmistakable, discernment of the 
truth which our chart illustrates and proves 
is followed by a hasty postponement of its 
consideration until a much later day. The 
next sentence proceeds: '' The discernment of 
this condition is a matter of the highest 
practical importance, but a discussion of it 
would take us beyond the jimits of the con 
siderations which are necessary for the 
purposes of an interim report.” The May 
Committee on National Expenditure, which 
was more direct in its methods and more 
drastic in its conclusions, devoted itself— 
naturally, perhaps—rather to the finance of 
the system and the need for economy than to 
the nature of the system which was the specia] 
province of the Royal Commission. 

Can there, then, in view of all these circum- 
stances, be-any question but that the policy 
of retrenchment should lay reforming hands 
upon the unemployment insurance system— 
not at the expense of the genuine unemployed, 
but for the sake of the genuine unemployed, 
as well as of the National Exchequer? Apart 
from the necessity for curtailing outlays upon 
a national scale and of contracting. the 
amounts of many forms of legitimate expendi- 
ture, it is abundantly clear that there are 
many gross abuses in the dole system, and 
that its improvident and lavish finance has 
had much to do with precipitating Britain's 
present crisis. :

The Russian Harvest. 


Official dishonesty has thrown a spanner 
into the Soviet works. In order to find 
money for the Five Year Plan Russia 
must grow and export a certain amount 
of agricultural produce every year. 
At. the beginning of the year local 
Officials are expected to. deliver an 
estimate of the quantity that every parcel 
of land in their area is likely to yield, 
and Russia’s construction plans for the 
year are based “on the total of these 
returns. It seems, however, that many 
of., the. officials, whether through an 
exuberant’ etstivaniivent. for the Plan or 
through mere human weakness, suvmitte 1 
excessively optimistic returns, and now 
find themselves unable to surrender their 
estimated quota’ to the State. “ Ruste 
pays for . her -purchases “with grain; 
without it she can buy only from ‘the 
feolish, creditors “who. are willing to trust - 

er; and these’ are becoming steadily 
Ca “Hence she is ‘confronted with a 
dilemma,” Is she to insist on the quota 
promised to.the State, leaving the people 
to feed themselves as best they can, or’ is

A marked decrease in the world’s mann. 
facture of illicit drugs during the year 
1930 is announced from Geneva: Unfor- 
tunately, the rule finds an exception in the 
case of one drug—heroin—and that drug 
is, perhaps, the most devastating of all. 
Its popularity among drug addicts has far 
outstripped, the popularity of morphine 
and cocaine ; it is now the principal article 
of illicit commerce, and its production is 
on a greater scale than ever. Both to the 
addict and to his supplier it presents 
some sinister attractions. It can be used in 
vatlious ways; it possesses none of the in- 
convenient features of morphine ; addiction | 
to it is a much easier habit to acquire and 
a much harder habit to break. At the. 
same time, it is, perhaps, the most deadly | 
of the drugs. Yet, lamentably, the very 
qualities which endear it to the “ dope- 
fiend '” foster its value for legitimate 
medical use; and, despite stringent con- 
trol of production, a certain amount finds 
its way into illicit channels. Now the 
League “of Nations’ special Heroin Com- 
mittee have reached the conclusion that 
the drug’s therapeutic properties are out- 
weighed by its social dangers, and they 
have made a sweeping proposal. Their 
idea is that the physicians of all countries 
shall agree to abandon the use of heroin 
entirely, substituting another morphine 
derivative, codein, which is little less 
effective for medical purposes and is far 
less liable to provoke a habit. A large 
majority of leading physicians in Europe 
and America supports this reform, accord. 
ing. to. the Medical Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph. Hf the ban comes into 
operation, the manufacture of heroin will 
be outlawed, and a deadly blow will have 
been struck at the ‘ dope ” traffic.

| A “ Hidden Dole.” 


Thirty-seven. thousand tenants of 
Londen County Council cottages or flats 
are enjoying a “hidden dole’’ that 
averages six shillings a week apiece. In 
other words, they are paying an un- 
economic rent. According to the L.C.C. 
abstract of, accounts, which has just ‘edo 'n 
issued, the ‘total deficiency for the last 
year was more than £574,000. Something 
like three-fifths of this deficiency 1s paid 
by the national taxpayers, and two-fifths 
by London ratepayers. The averag 
deficiency on every letting is £16 7s. 5d. 
and a reduction of rents at Becontree 
has increased the loss. 


The Price of Mitk. 


Dairy farmers are apprehensive concern: 
ing the prices at which they will be able 
to dispose of their milk during the winter 
months. Negotiations on this. subject are 
now in progress between producers and 
wholesalers in the principal dairy farming 
areas.

It will be probably safe to estimate 
the return of the potato crop at 30 to 40 
per cent. under last year. 


TURNIPS AND MANGELS. 

Where sown early, turnips promise to be 
a fair crop, but unsuitable weather conditions 
kept back most of the sowing until mid- 
June, and the crops are weak and will give 
& low return. In the damper subsoils some 
traces of canker are noticeable. - Mangolds 
sown on dry soils are a fair crop, but on the 
damper or low-lying lands are a failure. 
This crop requires heat, and, except where 
sown on dry -soils, it is weak, and will 
probably return an under average yield. 

Oats, wheat and barley were doing well 
until the recent heavy rains. These had the 
effect: of breaking down the heavier crops, 
which will make the harvesting difficult, 
besides having a detrimental effect on the 
ripening grain; but favourable weather may 
make amends. 

Grass is not showing the same vigour as 
in other years, and the keep on pastures will 
finish early, with an earlier demand on the 
hay supplies.

FEEDING TRIALS. 

Among the investigations that are being 
carried out at University College, Dublin, 
méntion may be made of the feeding trials 
with calves, and fattening cattle and cows 
for the purpose of comparing the feeding 
value of malt coombs with palm kernel cake, 
in view of the difference in price. The: re- 
sult will, be examined with interest by stock- 
feeders. ' 

Plant breeding also plays a strong part in 
this section pf the Department’s, | a So 
far as barley is concerned, attention ‘will in 
future be concentrated on the production of 
of varieties possessing very short straw, so 


that the propagation of this cereal may be 


possible on rich soil. Having regard to the 
suitability of barley as a. stock food, ‘this 
cereal would, doubtless, be more widely grown 
if strong strawed varieties were available. It 
is, however, not intended to lose sight of good 
malting quality in addition. 

An inquiry into the relation of soil con- 
ditions to sugar growth showed that the ad- 
dition of lime to alkaline soils ought to be 
particularly avoided in the case of beet cul- 
tivation. Slightly acid soils were found to 
produce the best beet crops. Soils of this 
nature, therefore, do not require the addition 
of lime, alshough the contrary is often sup- 
posed, : 

At the Veterinary College-of Ireland during 
the year under review 1,003 agglutination tests 
for perry oy abortion in cattle were carried 
out, and 112 positive reactions were obtained 
—I1.1 per cent. This low percentage is largely 
due to the fact that in a number of herds the 
gradual eradication of the disease is being 
effected. Of the cows examined for entry in 
the register of dairy cattle, 51 per cent. were 
accepted for registration, as against 46 per 
cent. in the preceding year. 


LOANS TO FARMERS. 


_ Other schemes of agricultural development 
included loans for the purchase of agricul- 
tural implements costing less than £50. The 
number of such loans granted was 1,292, 
as against 1,169 the previous year. If. this 
scheme had not been in operation it is 
probable that the practice of spraying 
petatoes in the poorer districts would have 
been carried out to such a small extent in 
recent years that the ravages of potato blight 
would have been disastrous in many localities. 
The total amount advanced for implements 
and sprayers in 1929-30 was £17,028, while 
the amount repaid for loans previously 
granted was £18,645, the amount outstanding 
at the end of the year for all current loans 
for implements and sprayers being £34,311. 

In the Congested Districts it. was found that 
the new immune early potato Arran Crest 
is likely to prove of advantage as a substitute 
íor the old susceptible variety, Epicure. 


FRESH MEAT EXPORTS. 

In regard to the export trade in fresh 
meat, the report points out that the pork 
trade, in common with the bacon trade. 
suffered in consequence of low prices for 
pig products in 1928 and.a reduction in breed- 
ing stocks. ‘The level of ‘prices in 1929, how- 
ever, was higher than in 1948, so that those 
who retained breeding stock and kept up 
supplies benefited. Exports of fresh lamb 
improved, and will, it is believed, do even 
better in the future. © 

Considerable progress was made under the 
Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act and the 
Dairy Produce Act. 

In connection with animal diseases greater 
activity was displayed by local authorities in 
dealing with bovine tuberculosis, the number 
of cases reported being 3,597, as against 
2.130 in 1928-29. The number of animals 
slaughtered was 2,271, as compared with 
2,167 in the previous year. 


FOREST AREAS. 

For State forest purposes during the year 
ended 3lst March, 1930, fifteen new forest 
areas, containing in all 6,124 acres, were 
acquired, the total area of forest land ac- 
quired up to the end of the period under 
review being 44,256 acres. 

Rabbits continue to be kept in complete 
control on the forest lands, but hares are on 
the increase, and doing considerable damage. 
On some forests the presence of deer con- 
stitutes a menace to young meann In 
order to check damage by hares and deer 
adjoining owners are being asked to keep 
their numbers down. Here. it would seem, 
are splendid opportunities for hunting 
parties. ‘

POSITION DISCUSSED. 


” In reply to the inquiries of the /rish Times 
representative, Mr. Hill Forster said that he 
and his fellow-members of the Central and 
Associated Chambers of Agriculture in Eng- 
land were particularly interested, at*this very 
critical stage of the agricultural industry, in 
proposals for organised marketing. 

“ What is the definite purpose of your 
present visit ?”’ 

“I would like,” said Mr. Hill Forester, 
‘* speaking personally as a farmer of many 
years’ eXperience, and as an auctioneer for 
many years, to say that it is my eonsidered 
opinion that market organisation will be the 
most important department that must be. de- 
veloped if home agriculture’ is to surviver 
It is an\indisputable fact, and one which few 
would contest, that at the present time there 
is a huge margin between the producer’s 
receipts’ for his produce and what the con- 
Sumer pays. This essertion does not in any 
way suggest that the distributing organisa- 
tions are not well organised to take care of 
their own end, but it has been suggested for 
consideration and deep inquiry that there are 
{oo many agencies between the producer and 
the consumer, 

“My -. visit here is more confined 
to the great live stock industry, and I am 
pursuing inquiries which, it is expected, 
may lead to a closer association between the 
Irish farmer and“the English grazier.”’ 

“ Are the existing systems of transport 


inadequate?’ 
GOOD FACILITIES. 


‘‘One cannot, after fair examination, be 
otherwise than impressed with the admirable 
facilities and the arrangements for the trans- 

rt of live stock from this country, but, 
recognising the fact that Ireland, generally, 
is a live stock country, so far.as agriculture 
is concerned, rather than any other branch 
and that Great Britain requires a very large 
number of cattle from this country, some of 
us farmers in the eastern areas of England are 
concerned as to whether the last word has 
been said with regard to organisgtion and 
delivery, and whether the present transport 
arrangements can be made more expeditious 
and delivery be in better condition ; and as to 
whether some of the intermediary costs: and 
expenses cannot be eliminated.” 

é“ Have any remedies been suggested which 
would advantage breeders and traders in the 
store cattle industry?’ 

‘* One that has particularly struck me in my 
inquiries here is that the present insurance 
rates between Dublin and Norwich’ are so 
divided that A considerably less amount is 
charged for ‘s@a-transit as against rail-transit.

If arrangements could 
be made for shipping direct by sea to a con- 
venient landing place on the East coast of 
England, and if the animals are fed and 
watered throughout their journey, it has been

DEVELOPMENT. 


“Are you of opinion that trale in this 
direction could be more developed !”’ 

“I am well satisfied that a large number 
of the cattle I saw in the Dublin market 
yesterday are, for. their general type, of the 
right condition of suitability. I am also quite 
satisfied that an, organisation could be com- 
pleted, and thatsit will be completed, which 
will be of benefit to the farmers on both 
sides. without infringing upon the scope of 
present intermediary dealers or cattle sales- 
men. 

“Do you know whether a ship of the 
Canadian cattle type is contemplated ?”’ 

“The matter of shipping is now being con- 
sidered. ‘She arrangements made on ships 
carrying cattle from Canada is a fair type for 
shipping via the South of England and the 
East coast. In the past I had considerable ex- 
perience in shipping store cattle from Canada, 
and can speak on the good condition in which 
these cattle arrived on our Eastern county 
farms.”’ 

“The Canadian trade is not what it was?” 

“No; their peak year was, I think, 1926, 
when just over 210,000 cattle crrived. They 
have the cattle there, and only a good class 
is shipped to England After 1926 the United 
States became a better market, and export to 
England almost ceased. Quite »ecently, how- 
ever, it has developed again owing to a con- 
siderable increase in the United States tariff 
How long that will last nobody can possibly 
calculate. The Canadians are now most anxious 
to have an English market, and I um informed 
that their cattle are likely to come in con- 
aidera le numbers this autumn; so cofgider- 
able that at the present time they hav® not 


y other ways 


got sufficient ships properly fitted.’’ 


ALWAYS IRISH TRADE. 


“Is that an inviting prospect for us?” 

“I am of opinion,” replied Mr. Hill For- 
ster, “that however the Canadian trade may 
develop, there will dlways be a sdund and 
continuous Irish: cattle trade, and 
that -further importations from Canada 
will not, in my opinion, affect prices 
one way or the other. To that 
I should add that the position of cereal farm- 
ing in the great arable areas of England is 
so precarious that some of the larger farmers 
feel that the live-stock industry must be made 
their main department in the future. A 
vety large proportion of the export stores 
come via the West coast ports and rail across 
country to the home counties. If the delivery 
i8 in any way facilitated, the demand íor 
such cattle is likely to ba very much in- 
creased, especially in circumstances which a 
number of gentlemen are arranging so as to 
afford the lish farmers a sound credit 
system for purchasing cattle supplies for 
fattening purposes.” : 

In conclusion, Mr. Hill Forster said that a 
very favourable: position. had been arrived at 
with regard to a ae oe at the Port 
of London, atid that, on the financial side, the 
present shipping companies’ had had the 
matter pl: before them, and negotiations 
would ensue. If ‘the project: weré not put 
before them in a_ sufficiently favourable 
light, other arrangemerits were in contempla- 
tion. He sdid that he did not think that 
i lairage accommodation would be 
necessary, as n shi ments could be 
arranged. The kernel of the scheme was that 
the animals should m walk on at this 
end and walk off, with o y one handling, at 
the other.

As a result of the shipbuilding employers’ 
proposals at the Carlisle Conference on 
Thursday between 10,000 and 15,000 workers 
in the North-Eastern shipyards will suffer 
Wage reductions, im some cases of 
shillings a week., Workmen may refuse to 
enter the yards when the new rates become 
operative, but such action, it is believed, will 
not be recognised by the trade unions. 

_]t was stated in London last night, at the 
headquarters of the Shipbuilding Employers’ 
Federation, that none of the employers’ 
proposals for a readjustment of working 
conditions and rates will be enforced before 
the beginning of October, when the first 
instalment will be brought into operation. 

There will be no “ Jock-out “” in the strict 
sense of the term, and shipyards will be 
opened for work at the modified rates as
